Incident: Use of Force - Fracture Ankle

On June 26,2006, at approximately 1930 hours, Sergeant John Harris of the Internal Affairs Bureau 
Force and Shooting Response Team, responded to Antelope Valley Hospital in the city of Lancaster. 
Sergeant Harris had been directed by IAB Lieutenant Don Slauson to conduct a review of the force, 
which resulted in a “take down,” maneuver being used to overcome the actions of a hostile and 
resistive suspect. A delay in notification resulted from having to wait for hospital personnel to 
determine if the suspect had in fact sustained a fracture. 


Synopsis 
a 2006, at approximately 1215 hours, Deputies John Gallagher, Grant Roth and 
sed force while arresting Suspect Valerie White. After the arrest, Suspect White 
complained of pain to her left ankle which had recently healed from a fracture. 


Deputy Gallagher responded to the location regarding a neighbor disturbance and was initially 
assisted by Deputy Tweedy. They contacted Vict nl no said Suspect White had thrown an 
empty glass beer bottle at him while he was riding his bicycle. Vietiiipained how the beer 
bottle landed in the street, approximately two to three feet from his bicycle and would have hit him 
had he not increased his speed. 


Deputies Gallagher and Tweedy then contacted Suspect White at her residence. Suspect White 
opened the door slightly and cursed the deputies. During their conversation, she admitted to 
throwing the bottle, but said she had only done so because Vicki called her a “Fucking 
Nigger.” She then slammed the door shut on the deputies. Based on this information, and Suspect 
White’s actions, Deputy Gallagher requested additional back up units and a video camera. 


Once additional units arrived, Deputies Gallagher, accompanied by Deputies Grant and O 
again approached the front door of Suspect White’s residence. The deputies knocked on the door 
several times and asked Suspect White to open the door. Without opening the door, Suspect White 
responded, “What the fuck do you want.” She then came to the front window and slammed it closed. 
The deputies continued to knock on the front door. 


Suspect White eventually opened the front door and deputies asked her to step outside. Suspect 


White stood at the doorway and refused stating, “Fuck that. Idon’t have to.” As she tried to shut 
the door, Deputy Gallagher placed his foot in it and tried to grab Suspect White’s right arm. 
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She twisted away momentarily and Deputy Gallagher grabbed at her a second time, now getting a 
hold of her right arm and shoulder. Deputy Gallagher then pushed Suspect White forward and 
downward to the floor of the residence. 


it behind her back. Deputy then used his body weight to keep Suspect White from 
struggling further. The deputies ordered Suspect White to stop struggling, but she continued. 
Ultimately, the three were able to get her arms behind her back and Deputy Roth was able to 
handcuff her. 


As Suspect White struggled with ii: Gallagher, Deputy Roth grabbed ner teft arm and pulled 


After the altercation, Suspect White complained of pain to her leit ankle. She told the deputies that 
approximately one month ago doctors removed a cast from the same ankle, after she fractured it. 


She was transported to Antelope Valley Hospital by Deputy Gallagher and Deputy Jennifer Phillips. 
Deputy Gallagher reported that Suspect White was examined by Dr. Michael Menchine. Deputy 
Gallagher questioned Dr. Menchine, who told them that Suspect White had re-fractured her left 
ankle. Dr. Menchine said the force described by the deputies should not have caused the break.

Suspect White complained of pain to herleftankle, left shin and leftshoulder. Suspect White was transported 
to Antelope Valley Hospital in Lancaster where she was examined and treated by Emergency Room Doctor 
Menchine. Doctor Menchine stated Suspect White’s left ankle was fractured and it appeared to be in the 
same location as the previous break. He said the force described by the deputies should not have caused the 
break. 


[AB NOTE: The suspect told Deputy Gallagher, “her leg just came out of the cast” and that 
“her leg was already injured.” Refer to Exhibit D, for additional information. 


No deputies were injured. 


Physical Evidence 
Physical evidence was collected from the location by patrol personnel which consisted of broken shards of 


glass, brown in color, witha ‘Natural Ice” beer label. Empty beer bottle, “Natural Ice,” one quart size (intact). 
Refer to Page 3, of the Incident Report prepared by Deputy Gallagher under this file number for further 
information. 


Investigator Observations 
Due to the delay in determining that the suspect had suffered a fracture, the scene was released prior to TAB 
investigators being notified. 


IAB NOTE: The arrest of the suspect was recorded on video, which adequately 
depicts the location. Refer to Exhibit D, for additional information. 
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Weapons Used by Involved Deputies 
No weapons were used,

Suspect White offered physical resistance only, no weapons were used. 


Property Damage 
No property damage reported. 


Charges Filed 
The original misdemeanor charge of 245(a)(1) P.C. was plead down to 415 (1) P.C. The suspect received 
time served for 2 days and was placed on summary Probation from 06-29-06 through 06-28-09. 


Lighting and Weather Conditions 
The incident occurred at approximately 121 5 hours, during daylight hours, and inside of the suspect’s single 
story residence. The weather outside was hot, dry and clear. 


Employee Statements A 
The narrative which follows is a synopsis of information obtained from the Incident Report 


and Supplemental Reports prepared by the involved deputies. Additional information may be 
obtained by reviewing the attached reports and reviewing the video of the arrest, which 
documents the incident from the “knock and notice,” to the suspect being placed in the back 
seat of the radio car.

John Gallagher, Deputy Sheriff 
Deputy Gallagher said he and Deputy Deborah Tweedy responded to the location weetbrier Street, 
after receiving a neighbor disturbance call. Deputy Gallagher said Deputy Tweedy was his assisting unit. 


Deputy Gallagher said they contacted the vicin E. who to] m that the suspect (later 
identified as Valerie White) had thrown an empty beer bottle at him. H he was in his front 
yard riding his bicycle and stopped in his driveway to check for traffic. While stopped, he heard Suspect 
White yell at him, “What the fuck are you looking at?” The victim said he ignored the suspect and began 
to ride his bicycle eastbound on Sweetbrier Street. 


The victim said Suspect White followed behind him on foot. The victim said he tumed around to go back 
home and saw the suspect had picked up one of two large empty beer bottles, which had been left in the 
gutter. The victim said the suspect then threw the beer bottle directly at him The victim said he had to 
peddle his bike faster to avoid being struck by the bottle. 
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The victim said that if he hadn’t increased his speed, the bottle would have stuck him in the back. The 
victim said he didn’t see anyone else on the street and that he did nothing to provoke the suspect. The 
vietim then pointed out the broken glass from the thrown beer bottle, which wes east of his home. 


Deputy Gallagher said he contacted the victim's parents, who told him they did not witness the incident 
The victim’s parents told Deputy Gallagher they are verbally harassed by the suspect and they can’t go out 
jn their own tont yard without the suspect yelling obscenities at them. 


Deputy Gallegher said he and Deputy Tweedy contacted Suspect White at the front door of her residence. 
Deputy Gallagher said the suspect was hostile toward them and began cursing loudly and refused to step 
out or open her door ee Gallagher said the suspect admitted to throwing the bottle down 
onto the street and said Victi called her a “Fucking Nigger.” Deputy Gallagher said the suspect 
then slammed the door shut as they stood on the porch. 


Deputy Gallagher said that due to the suspect’s belligerent behavior the nested a video camera and back 
up units to respond to their location. Deputy Gallagher said Depu | Deputy Rodney Huff 


and Deputy Grant Roth responded. 


Deputy Gallagher said they again approached the house, with Deputy Tweedy documenting the events with 
a video camera, refer to Exhibit D. Deputy Gallagher said he knocked on the door a couple of times and 
heard Suspect White yell out, “What the fuck do you want?” Deputy Gallagher said Suspect White 
continued to yell and curse, slamming the windows, as she opened ard closed them. Deputy Gallagher said 
Suspect White refused his commands to open the door and step outside. 


Deputy Gallagher said Suspect White eventually came to the front of the house and opened the door 
approximately 3/4 of the way. Suspect White was talking on the phone, as she stood leaning against the 
interior portion of the door frame with her right shoulder. Suspect White stood just inside of the door’s 
threshold and again refused to step out. Deputy Gallagher said he placed his foot inside of the door, 
preventing the suspect from closing the door. Refer to Exhibit D, Photographs captured from video of 
the arrest. 


Deputy Gallagher said he stepped inside to grab Suspect White’s arm, but she twisted her body away from 
him. Deputy Gallagher said he took hold of her right arm and shoulder and by pushing and pulling her, he 
was able to force her to the ground. Deputy Gallagher said that Deputy Roth was able to gain control over 
her left arm and place it behind the suspect's back. Deputy Gallagher said Deputy] elped to 
restrain Suspect White on the floor, by placing his boot on her back, so that she couldn’t get off the floor. 


Deputy Gallagher said numerous verbal commands were given to Suspect White to stop fighting and to 
place her arms behind her back. Deputy Gallagher said Suspect White refused to comply and attempted to 
free herself by twisting and turning her body, while holding her right arm at her side. 


Deputy Gallagher said he was able to pull the suspect's night arm behind her back and hold it in place, until 
Deputy Roth was able to place the handcuffs on her. Deputy Gailagher said they held Suspect White on 
the floor until she calmed down and agreed to comply with their instructions. Deputy Gallagher said the 
suspect was then allowed to sit up and was escorted outside. Deputy Gallagher said the suspect continued 
to be uncooperative. However, no additional force was required. 
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Deputy Gallagher said after the incident, Sergeant Marion Tucker A] responded to the location and 
was advised of the use of force. After her arrest, Suspect White complained of pain to her left ankle and 
shin. Deputy Gallagher said Suspect White told him she recently had acast removed from her left leg, after 
breaking it. 


Deputy Gallagher said Los Angeles County Fire Paramedics from Station 37 under Captain Weginer 
responded and provided initial medical treatment. 


Suspect White was then transported to Antelope Valley Hospital Medical Center for treatment. Deputy 
Gallagher reported that the suspect was examined by Doctor Manchine, who determined that Suspect 
White’s injury was a re fracture of her left ankle. Refer to Exhibit A, Incident Report by Deputy 
Gallagher for additional jnformation. 


Deputy Gallagher was asked if there was some urgency in taking the suspect into custody, as opposed to 
submitting a report and obtaining a warrant. Ina recorded interview, Deputy Gallagher said the arrest of 
Suspect White was based on his belief that a felony had in fact been committed, which was supported by 
physical evidence and her statements. Deputy Gallagher said the urgency in arresting the suspect was due 
to the following : 


The suspect and victim E o i other 

The suspect was outside of her residence and appeared to stare at them, as he spoke to the victim. 
Statement by the victim’s parents, of on going harassment by the suspect. 

The victim’s age, couple with the potential of a serious injury. 

The suspect being uncooperative, hostile and angered by their presence. 

Prior contacts with the suspect, who was uncooperative. 

The belief the situation would escalate as soon as they left.

Grant Roth, Deputy Sheriff 

Deputy Roth said that he and his partner, Deputy Rodney Huffassisted Unit 263, Deputy Gallagher in the 
arrest of Suspect White. Deputy Roth said upon their arrival they formulated a plan to arrest the suspect. 
Deputy Roth said the suspect refused to open the door and responded by yelling, “What the fuck you want” 
and “ain't opening no fuckin’ door.” 


Deputy Roth said Deputy Gallagher knocked on the door numerous times and ordered the suspect to step 
outside. Deputy Roth said the suspect finally opened the door and stood inside of the threshold. Deputy 
Gallagher again ordered the suspect to come out and she refused and tried to close the door. Deputy Roth 
said that Deputy Gallagher stuck his foot in the door, preventing thesuspect fom closing the door. Deputy 
Roth said Deputy Gallagher then pushed the door open and attempted to grab the suspect’s shoulder. 
However the suspect pulled back, dragging Deputy Gallagher into the living room. 


Deputy Roth said the suspect began flailing her arms, as she attempted to strike Deputy Gallagher. Deputy 
Roth said he stepped forward, delivering a knee strike to the suspect’s left mid section. Deputy Roth said 
the suspect hunched over and he was able to gain control of the suspect's left arm and hold it behind her 
back. Deputy Roth said Deputy Gallagher grabbed the suspect's rightarm as they forced herto the ground. 
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Deputy Roth said Deputy Gallagher gave the suspect several commands to stop fighting and to put her 
hands behind her back. Deputy Rotb said when the suspect refused to comply, he delivered a knee strike 
to the suspect’s left mid section with his rightknee. Deputy Roth said that Deputy Gallagher was then abie 
to gain control of the suspect’s right arm and handcuff her.

Deputy Roth said 
Suspect White was then escorted outside and placed in the back seat ofa radio car, without further incident.

Gallagher and that Deputy Gallager put his O.C. spray away when he grabbed for the suspect. Deputy 
said that there were also three small children in the room, that would have been effected by the

Deputy Tweedy said she assisted Deputy Gallagher, Unit 263, on a neighbor disturbance call «E 


Sweetbrier Place. Deputy Tweedy said upon contacting Suspect White, she was irate, appeared to be 
highly agitated and responded angrily to their questions. 


Deputy Tweedy said Suspect White admitted to throwing a beer bottle, but only to get Vicin» 
hell outta the fuckin’ way.” Deputy Tweedy said they told Suspect White they would be back, atter they 
re-contacted ils Tweedy said the suspect then slammed the door shut. Deputy Tweedy 
said they found glass from the broken beer bottle in the street, where Victin fai it would be.

Deputy Tweedy said she had received prior calls for service at the Jocation and found the suspect to be 
highly agitated and extremely uncooperative when dealing with law enforcement. Deputy Tweedy said she 
believed the suspect would continue to be uncooperative and requested that the field sergeant, Sergeant 
Hudson (260SD) respond to their location. Deputy Tweedy said Sergeant Hudson told her, that he was 
unable to respond, due to another incident. 


IAB NOTE: Sergeant Hudson was involved in the investigation ofa “Use of Force, Head 
Strike.” which involved an off-duty Sheriff's’ sergeant. 


Deputy Tweedy said she then typed a message to the Palmdale Watch Sergeant on her MDT and received 
areply that the watch sergeant was not logged on. Deputy Tweedy said that she then typed a message to 
the desk and requested that the extra video recorder kept in the sergeant’s office be sent out. 


Deputy Tweedy said that after the video camera was delivered, they formulated a plan and again. approached 
the suspect’s house. Deputy Tweedy said she operated the video camera and Deputy Gallagher, Deputy 
Rodney Huff, Der a Deputy Grant Roth, eventually entered the suspect’s house. 
Deputy Tweedy said Deputy secured the hallway and was not involved in the use of force. Refer to 
Exhibit A, Supplemental Report by Deputy Huff for additional information. 


Deputy Tweedy corroborated the statements made by Deputy Gallagher regarding the use of force. Refer 
to Exhibit A, Supplemental Report by Deputy Tweedy for additional information. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Tweedy video recorded the staging of the deputies, the entry, the arrest 
ofthe suspect, the detention of the suspect in the back seat of the radio car and the interview 
of the suspect by Sergeant Tucker. Refer to Exhibit D, for additional information. 


u: White’s Statements 
While handcuffed in the back seat of the radio car, Suspect White was interviewed by Sergeant Tucker. 


Suspect White said’she had just retumed home getting gas for her car. She said, 
th Victi and another guy that stays _ across on their bikes behind 
her. The boy came first, followed by the man, who messed around and called me and my 
kids a “nigger.” 1 threw a bottle in the street, but I didn’t throw it at them.” 


Suspect White denied being involved in any altercation with the deputies and stated that nothing had 
happened. When asked if she was injured, Suspect White complained of pain to her arm and to her leg. 
Sergeant Tucker continued to question her as to how the injuries had occurred.. Suspect White said 
deputies had twisted her arm and hither leg. She then said she hit her leg on something and finally said she 
didn’t know how her leg was injured. 


Suspect White was contacted in the Emergency Room of Antelope Valley Hospital by Sergeant Harris. 
Sergeant Harris explained his purpose for being there and the nature of the administrative inquiry. Suspect 
White was asked if she had previously fractured her ankle and she said “yes.” She was then asked how long 
ago had thebreak occurred and she said, “It was already healed and you broke it again.” Suspect White then 
said to contact her attorney, she had nothing else to say. 
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JAB NOTE: Due to Suspect’s White request that her attorney be contacted, she was not 
asked to sign an “Authorization for Release of Medical Information Form.” 


Sergeant Harris then attempted to contact Doctor Menchine to obtain a recorded statement. Sergeant Harris 
was told that Doctor Manchine was not available, that he had left the emergency room after completing his 
shift. 


Miscellaneous Statements 
‘A review of the recorded video tape (Exhibit D} provided the following time line:

Entry is made into the residence, approximately 3 minutes after deputies begin knocking 
on the door. 

Approximately 4 seconds ater, the suspect is on the ground. 

Approximately 2 minutes later, the suspect is handcuffed and allowed to sit up. 
Approximately 2% minutes later, the suspect is forced back to the ground. 
Approximately 2 minutes later, the suspect is assisted to her feet. 

Approximately 4% minutes from the time deputies entered the suspect’s residence, the 
suspect is escorted out of her house.

IAB NOTE: The force articulated by the involved deputies is consistent with their 
actions as depicted in the video. 


Suspect White was secured in the back of the radio car, with the video camera running and 

pointed toward the rear seat. Inthe video, Deputy Gallagher is seen exiting the patrol car. Suspect 
White, looking forward, begins yelling profanities in Spanish, calling some one a “whore.” 
Suspect White then yells, “It's not over bitch, your dead.” 


TAB NOTE: The person that Suspect White is directing her anger at is not seen 
in the video. 


Later on, Deputy Gallagher returned to the car, Suspect Whit questions him as to why she is going 


to jail and not the person that called her a “Nigger.” Suspect White then said, he should go to, “It’s 
like mutual combat.” 
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
